Boxes packed 
with recipes

Funded through the region’s Niag¬ 
ara Prosperity Initiative, the Good 
Food Box is a non-profit fresh food 
distribution system which provides 
monthly produce at wholesale cost. 
The box also comes with a newsletter 
which provides the following month’s 
deadlines and delivery dates, updates 
and recipes specific to the boxes con¬ 
tents. This month’s recipes: a peach 
smoothie, peach salsa and sweet com 
chili con came. 

Produce in last week’s box was 
picked fresh from a Ridgeville farm 
and purchased from Lococo’s and 
included potatoes, corn, tomatoes, 


peaches, broccoli, cauliflower, apples 
and bananas. 

"It’s geared to promote healthy 
eating,” said Roxanne Russell of the 
Bridges Community Health Centre’s 
Good Food Box program, noting the 
program is ideal for low-income fami¬ 
lies who might not always have 
money to purchase fresh produce. 

Reach Out Centre manager Mary 
Anne Feagan said Port Cares was 
"happy to be a host site on the east 
side of Port Colborne.” 

“It’s a way for folks to get fresh fruits 
and vegetables.” 

She said the healthy food initiative 
also ties in “wonderfully with our 
efforts to promote healthy eating." 


the Port Cares Reach Out Centre. 

With clients saving money on their 
food purchases, she said it’s also a 
positive way to help the community. 

Fort Erie host sites include Bridges 
Community Health Centre at 1485 
Garrison Rd. and Salvation Army at 
255 Gilmore Rd. In Port Colborne, 
host sites, which accept the monthly 
orders the first three days of the 
month and are a pickup location the 
third Thursday of the month, are the 
Salvation Army, 50 Clarence St. and 


Port Cares Reach Out Centre at 61 
Nickel St. 

Although the food comes in a Good 
Food Box, those who participate in 
the program must bring their own 
bags to carry the produce home. 

The program relies heavily on vol¬ 
unteers. To volunteer for the program 
or for more information, contact 905- 
871-7621 ext.

Money for September’s box is due 
by Sept. 3 and the pickup is Sept. 17.

Population projections 
criticized as inflated

The plan approved in 
February includes housing 
intensification and an 
urban boundary freeze with 
the goal of complying with 
Ontario’s Places to Grow 
legislation, which seeks to 
curb urban sprawl. 

But after much debate, 
regional council also prom¬ 
ised to study possible 
exceptions to the boundary 
freeze and endorsed predic¬ 
tions that Niagara will grow 
by about 118,000 people by 
2031, numbers disputed by 
provincial planners. 

Those moves prompted 
the Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs and Housing to 
appeal the plan to the OMB, 
a quasi-judicial tribunal 
that rules on municipal 
planning matters. 

Regional staff are talking 
with the province in an 
effort to avoid a hearing, 
Patrick Robson, commis¬ 
sioner of integrated com¬ 
munity planning, said. 

“We think we’re 95% in 
compliance with what (pro¬ 
vincial officials) want.” 

The disagreement is 
partly a numbers game. 
Robson said the province’s 
growth estimates for Niag¬ 


ara are based on population 
trends since the 2001 
census, while regional plan¬ 
ners relied on 2006 data to 
make their predictions. 

Ministry officials didn’t 
return phone calls before 
press time. 

The Niagara Parks Com¬ 
mission, the Township of 
West Lincoln, two groups of 
developers and the Preser¬ 
vation of Agricultural Lands 
Society (PALS) have also 
appealed the plan. 

John Bacher, a researcher 
with PALS, said the region 
has essentially “diluted” its 
urban boundary freeze by 
agreeing to consider excep¬ 
tions. Bacher also said PALS 
feels the region’s population 
estimates are inflated to 
help municipalities make a 
case for growing beyond 
their boundaries. 

The same argument is 
made in a new report from 
the Ontario Greenbelt Alli¬ 
ance titled Places to Sprawl. 

The advocacy group 
argues several regional 
municipalities, including 
Niagara, are flouting the 
province’s sustainable 
growth policies by passing 
amendments that don’t rein 
in development.

There’s lots of public discussion taking place about Port 
Colborne’s the proposed Health and Wellness Centre. 

Issues like this can divide a community. Many with 
young families are in support of the change, it means 
easier access to their children’s hockey tournaments with 
two rinks in one location. 

It could facilitate tournaments and draw more teams to 
Port Colborne. A larger pool would be beneficial to the 
Special Olympics teams who must travel to Brock Univer¬ 
sity to practice in a larger pool because the Centennial 
Pool isn’t long enough. 

There are iso those who believe the facilities look fine 
and don’t need improvements. 

With a large project like this, there are bound to be 
some for and against, however, that’s why council was 
elected - to be a voice for Port Colborne’s 18,000 resi¬ 
dents. 

Problem is, some speculate without knowing the facts, 
or don’t want to pay now for future generations. 

Some may have the “I won’t benefit from it so I don’t 
want it” mentality. 

We’ve received numerous letters to the editor, both for 
and against the project, but some had to be changed 
because the information they provided wasn’t accurate. 

In 2005 cost estimates to repair the Westside Arena, 
Centennial Pool and the Teeder Kennedy Youth Arena 
were $13.8 million. That number has increased to $15.5 
million since 2005. 

Council has already learned the hard way that the 
longer you wait to build, the more expensive the final bill 
will be. 

And according to a May 2008 report by city staff on 
fixing existing facilities: “This estimate will bring the facil¬ 
ities up to today’s standards and codes but does not 
include short or long term updates/upgrades to the 
buildings themselves.” 

Many have said the pool was fine for their children and 
it should be fine for future generations. Since its con¬ 
struction more than 40 years ago, the pool has seen its 
fair share of lessons, swimming competitions, dives off 
the diving board and canon balls. 

Planning for the future not only means investing for 
future generations, odds are that this new facility would 
take advantage of all the newest technology and be much 
more energy efficient than the city’s three current facili- 

Facilities deteriorate over the years and may be suffer¬ 
ing from more problems than the public might know of. 

So, the question remains: Do we want to put a pile of 
money into aging facilities to bring them up to par for a 
short period of time, or invest that money into a new 
facility that can accommodate more tournaments, swim¬ 
ming competitions and that will promote a healthy life- 

Council has it right. Members don’t want to build 
something the city’s residents can’t afford, however, a 
new facility is a must.

People must 
have freedom 
of conscience

T he first fundamental freedom in 
the Charter of Rights and Free¬ 
doms is freedom of conscience 
and religion. Yet this fundamental 
freedom has been under attack in 
Canada, the United States and other 
democracies. 

Spain’s socialist Justice Minister, 
Francisco Caamano said on Aug. 13 
that when it comes to abortion, "there 
is no room for conscientious objec- 

The Bush regulations protecting 
health workers’ conscience rights are 
targeted by the Obama administration 
for rescinding. And every amend¬ 
ment of the Obama healthcare reform 
to protect the consciences of medical 
providers has been rejected by con- 

The Ontario Human Rights Com¬ 
mission colluded with the Ontario 
College of Physicians and Surgeons to 
deem conscientious objection unpro¬ 
fessional conduct liable to charges of 
professional misconduct by the col¬ 
lege and discrimination by the com¬ 
mission. 

The original wording was slightly 
amended due to criticisms by thou¬ 
sands, including the Ontario Medical 
Association. But the policy continues 
to assert that physicians may in some 
circumstances be obliged to help 
patients make arrangements for mor¬ 
ally controversial procedures. And it 
continues to link this obligation to the 
possibility of prosecution for profes¬ 
sional misconduct. 

Then there is the Christian Hori¬ 
zons ultimatum from the Ontario 
Human Rights Commission to end 
requiring employees to sign a moral¬ 
ity pledge and to undergo a “human 
rights training program,” which is a 
euphemism for commission- 
approved indoctrination to re-edu¬ 
cate unacceptable beliefs out of 
employees’ minds. 

Some argue that, since Christian 
Horizons is the $75 million contractor 
for the Ontario Government, running 
180 group homes for 1,400 develop- 
mentally disabled residents, Ontario 
can call the shots. 

With regard to conditions for the 
residents, that makes sense, but the 
government money is basically for the 
benefit of those residents, and it is the 
Christian ethos of the contractor that 
makes Christian Horizons such a 
good caregiver.

Port Colborne's efforts to chart its own health care future has gar¬ 
nered the interest of the Ontario Hospital Association. 

Mayor Vance Badawey has been invited to address the OHA's 
Urgent Matters: Urgent Care Centres In Ontario conference sched¬ 
uled for Oct. 16 at the Renaissance Hotels and Resorts in Toronto.

Helping hands unite

PORT COLBORNE — People 
typically hold a loved one’s 
hand to comfort them or to 
show our love for them. 

On Saturday Sept. 12, Frank 
Bassett hopes 30,000 Niagara 
residents hold eachother’s 
hands to form a human chain 
from lake to lake to show sup¬ 
port for those who have been 
affected by cancer. 

Hands Across Niagara will 
take place at noon on Sept. 12 
and will form a colourful 
human chain from H.H. Knoll 
Lakeview Park in Port Col¬ 
borne, following the Welland 
Canal through Welland, 
making a detour to Niagara 
Falls, back to Thorold, St. Cath¬ 
arines to Lake Ontario. 

Odd are that cancer has 
affected every Niagara resident 
in one way or another, and it 
has taken its toll on Bassett’s 
family. In 1977, cancer took the 
life of his 16-year-old daughter. 

It also claimed the life of 


other family and friends. 

Instead of dwelling on the 
cards he was dealt in life, he 
decided to take action. For 
years he canvassed neighbour¬ 
hoods collecting money for the 
Canadian Cancer Society. 

“I had a couple bouts of not 
raising a lot of money so my 
wife said, ‘do something else.’” 

While canvassing, those who 
donated would ask him where 
the funds went. Some of the 
funds went towards adminis¬ 
tration, research and other 
avenues. However, much- 
needed funds didn’t go towards 
the people who were inflicted 
with cancer and their families 
or volunteer drivers who bring 
cancer patients to their 
appointments, he said. 

With the funds raised, Bas¬ 
sett would like to set up a com¬ 
mittee to help Niagara resi¬ 
dents with financial assistance 
for anything from prescrip¬ 
tions to gas money.” 

“The money will stay in the 
region to help people with this 
damn disease.” 


Participants don’t have to 
collect money, there are no 
pledge sheets, only a $10 fee to 
participate. They can also be in 
a wheelchair, on a bicycle, 
motorcycle or stand with a 
group, sport team or school. 

everyone. If you can’t run, walk 
or cycle just to to your spot.” 

Bassett will hold hands at 
Lock 3, and those who partici¬ 
pate must visit www.hand- 
sacrossniagara.com to register 
and to choose their spot along 
the canal path. 

It will take about 30,000 
people to form the chain, so he 
figures if 3,000 residents from 
each of Niagara’s 12 municipal¬ 
ities participate, his dream will 
become a reality. 

The chain will be formed for 
about 15 to 20 minutes to allow 
a helicopter time to document 
the event. And at the end of the 
day, one participant will win a 
black and white smart car. “ 

“It will be a yearly event. This 
is for everyone. All they have to 
do is get there.”

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PUBLIC SAFETY: Port firefighters responding to more medical calls 


ER conversion affecting fire and emergency services: fire chief 


PORT COLBORNE — With the 
conversion of Port Colbome Hos¬ 
pital’s emergency room into an 
urgent care centre, fire Chief Tom 
Cartwright foresees the changes 
will have an impact on the fire 
department. 

When 911 is called and ambu¬ 
lances respond, so does fire and 
emergency services. In situations 
when a patient is deteriorating or 
requires CPR, a firefighter or two 
will join paramedics inside an 
ambulance to provide assistance 


en route to Welland or Niagara 
Falls emergency rooms. 

“The first statistics for July 
appears as though we’re getting 
more medical calls.” 

In particular, Port Colbome 
firefighters are responding to 
double calls, where firefighters 
are at one call when a second or 
third call comes in, requiring 
more staff and volunteerrs. 

“So it is impacting us to a cer¬ 
tain degree,” said Cartwright, who 
intends to compile a report and 
present it to city council in Sep- 

Of the important items to con¬ 


sider are additional mileage being 
put on $360,000 fire trucks and 
the possible reduction in the 
truck’s life expectancies. He also 
said if calls continue to increase, 
the firefighter and volunteer 
system may have to be changed. 

In July 2008, the fire depart¬ 
ment responded to 32 calls; last 
month, it responded to 39. 

Last August there were 35 calls 


and there have been 30 to date so 
far this month. On five of those 
calls, volunteers had to attend 
medical calls because a squad 
truck was tied up. 

“I’m concerned it will continue 
to spiral as people learn to use 
the system,” Cartwright said. 
“Eventually if our calls continue 
to escalate, local politicians will 
have to address this.”

■ PEOPLE, PLACES: Former Tribune managing editor finds time from teaching career to get back into the weekly grind

I t’s been almost two years to 
the day since I last wrote any¬ 
thing for publication in The 
Tribune or any of its related publi¬ 
cations, including InPort News.

No 
two days were ever exactly alike 
and it was always an adventure. I 
was actually getting paid to spend 
time with my hobby. 

I’m thrilled to have that feeling 
carry over to the college. I can’t 
wait to get there every day and let 
the day unfold. 


Even after two years, I still get 
crazy butterflies as I walk down the 
hall toward the classroom to teach 
my next lesson. I don’t think that 
feeling will ever go away. At least I 
hope not because it’s exhilarating. 

Also, it’s so wonderful to be part 
of the Niagara News team, our 
college paper. It’s completely stu¬ 
dent-driven with, of course, fac¬ 
ulty supervision, and it’s just such 
a joy for all of us to watch the 
skill-set of our students unfold 
before our eyes. 

As faculty, we don’t do any writ¬ 
ing in the Niagara News but we 
read everything before it goes into 
print. I’m so proud of our stu¬ 
dents. Thanks to their tenacity 
and hard, creative work, we have 
received national recognition the 
past two years for our paper. 

It’s a great feeling to see stu¬ 
dents’ efforts rewarded and it also 
speaks highly of my journalism 
colleagues Phyllis Barnatt, Peter 
Conradi, program co-ordinator 
Paul Dayboll, Stephen Dominick, 
Gary Erb, Nancy Geddie, Dave 
Hanuschuk and Joanne Moreau. 

I’m so happy to be back as part 
of The Tribune family, even if in a 


small way. I’ve really missed all 
the people I worked with and 
have tried to stay as connected as 
time would allow. 

In coming weeks, I’m going to 
focus on the people and places of 
South Niagara, particularly Port 
Colborne, Wainfleet and even 
down toward Ridgeway and other 
parts of Fort Erie. 

I always welcome any and all 
ideas from you folks about poten¬ 
tial future column topics so 
please feel free to e-mail me your 
thoughts. I can’t promise to act on 
all of them as time simply 
wouldn’t permit that but I will 
certainly try to use as many as 
possible. 

That’s it for this week, dear 
readers. It feels so good to be back 
on the pages of a newspaper. It 
really does get into your blood.
